WELLESLEY, Mass., June 15.— 
Wellesley college 
authorities 
are 
trying to head off the activities of 
an 
ingenious news 
peddler, 
who, 
making his headquarters in Boston, 
has sent to newspapers all over tne 
country complimentary, but the col­ 
lege authorities say, untrue stories 
concerning 
young 
women 
in 
the 
student body and members of the 
faculty. His method is to query a 
newspaper as to whether it wishes 
a story of which a student or facul­ 
ty member living in the city or 
town where thet paper is published, 
is the ceneral figure. The identical 
query is sent to anywhere from 50 
to IOO papers, it is alleged, with a 
different name in each case for the 
heroine or the .story. These names 
are taken from the college cata­ 
logue. 
Regarding one of these stories 
the college 
publicity 
department 
says : 
"On April 23 there went out from 
Boston to newspapers all over the 
United States and Canada a set of 
telegrams like the following except 
for name and address: 
" ‘Wellesley honors Anna Abbott, 
60 Main street, to represent college 
sweeping government economic in­ 
vestigation.’ 
"The story sent to those papers 
■which 
wired 
acceptance was that 
the local students, or in some towns, 
whose supply of students at Welles­ 
ley was limited, a member of the 
faculty, had been ‘elected by the 
student body and confirmed by the 
faculty' as one of the 50 members 
of a Wellesley economic investiga­ 
tion committee, which was, it ap­ 
peared, 
‘to 
conduct 
a 
systematic 
economic 
survey 
of 
the 
United 
States, in an 
endeavor to secure a 
basis for a plan to reduce the cost 
of living.' 
"The irritation of the victims, of 
whom there 
are at least IOO and 
of their families, especially of those 
whose parental pride had accepted 
the tale as not unlikely, has natur­ 
ally been considerable. It is made 
greater for many of the victims be­ 
cause this is at least the second oc­ 
casion that they have thus received 
honors bestowed only by this news 
agency.” 
An earlier instance was in Jan­ 
uary last when the agency sent out 
a story of an "unprecedented cere­ 
mony” the time of which was left 
indefinite, when General Pershing’s 
helmet and staff flag and also “ the 
Imperial battle pennon of the Ger­ 
man em peror” were bestowed upon 
the college by the Agora Society. 
The story said a "touching, eloquent 
and impressive address” was made 
on behalf of the college by a girl 
whose name was different in peach 
case. 
As a m atter of fact, the publicity 
department says: 
"About the only facts were. the 
names and addresses gained from 
the college directory', though it was 
true, as published in the Associated 
Press dispatch 
last 
Octqber, 
that 
General Pershing’s helmet and flag 
are in the possession of an organi­ 
zation at Wellesley.” 
The departm ent says it has been 
learned that similiar stories have 
leen sent out by the agency con­ 
cerning Smith college students, and 
adds:

In using the college directory 
the agency takes only one name to 
a town and even a city.” 
The college has sent deniails of 
the stories to as many as possible 
of the papers which printed them. 
It has also sent an explanation of 
the circumstances to each of the 
"victims,” with the suggestion thatt 
they turn it over to their home 
town papers for their information.

E ig h t years ago several of the 
cotton grow ers around Ada, Okla­ 
hom a, decided th at they were tired 
of paying high prices for ginning, 
and began to m ake plans for organ­ 
izing a company and ginning their 
own cotton. D uring the sum m er of 
1911 about $4,000 was paid in as 
capital. The authorized capital stock 
was $10,000. In the fall of 1911 the 
first bale cam e from the press. In 
1917 th e business had grown 
to 
such an extent th a t the five stands 
w ere necessary and th e capital stock 
"was raised and $17,500 w orth of 
additional 
stock 
was 
put *on 
the 
m arket. 
In 
all 
$23,000 ' w orth 
of 
stock has been sold. T here are now 
ten stands, which the past season 
tu rn ed out 5,178 bales. The gross 
business was approxim ately a q u ar­ 
te r of a m illion dollars. 
The com pany had hard tim es at 
first, this condition being caused by 
m any things. A fter overcoming the 
w eak places in the organization and 
learning how the thing should be 
handled the stockholders have had no 
difficulty in m aking good profits. I 
know w hat the dividend was for the 
past seasons’ business, but the m an­ 
agem ent insists th a t I keep this out 
of th e press. I will say this m uch: 
th e m en wrho have stock in that 
company, th e Pontotoc Custom Gin 
Company, m ade a larger profit on 
teh capital stock than any stock­ 
h older in any bank I have heard of 
in th is entire section of th e state. 
I do not believe th ere is a bank in 
th e southw est which m ade the profits 
th is band of business m en farm ers 
managed to produce and divide. 
The gin charges the sam e price 
for ginning to m em bers and non­ 
m em bers and the sam e price as the 
o th e r gins in the com m unity charge. 
The stockholders profit in the way 
of

A few years ago newspapers, farm 
journals and self-appointed advisers 
of farm ers were u rg in g farm ers to 
organize in order to produce more, 
m ark e t better and 
m ake g reater 
profits. F arm ers have at last begun 
to follow this advice and are form ­ 
ing organizations, some bad, some 
good. 
Inasm uch 
as 
the 
P o n ’otoc 
Custom Gin has m ade such a phe­ 
nom enal success, it m ight be well to 
point o u t a few of th e practices of 
th e organization. P erh ap s such facts 
will be a guide to o th er farm ers 
sta rtin g such an enterprise. 
In th e first place, th e gin has 
240 stockholders. The num ber was 
sm all a t first, and it is thought by
